phia and Chicago, reaching at these confer- 
ences 1,500 students from thirteen institutions, 
He has also been present at the College Con- 
ferences of New York, Wisconsin, Illinois and 


Seventy-nine institutions have, 
therefore, felt the influence of his work. 

Mr. Studd’s presence in the field this year, 
has enabled the International Committee to

The Mayor of Toronto, 
a stalwart, physically and morally, presided, 
and congratulated the students, in a brief, 
ringing address, upon the completion of their 
work. Mr. Alex. MeLeod, Chairman of the 
Building Committee, next read a report which 
is so interesting that we print most of it in this 
number. At the close of his report, the Presi- 
dent of the Association, Mr. Owen, to Mr 
McLeod's complete surprise, and the delight of 
everybody, presented the latter with a hand 
somely framed address, expressive of the high 
appreciation in which he is held for his earnest 


example which has thus been set them 

(The following is a part cf Mr. McLeod er eport.) 

“On the 29th of March, 1873, the University 
College Young Men’s Christian Association 
was formed. From that day to this it has 
made steady progress in numbers and influ- 
ence. It has now become one of the College 
institutions. Looked upon askance in its 
earlier history, even by the Council, opposed 
or despised by many undergraduates, it has 
now attained a position which commands re- 
spect from all. During these thirteen years 
the Association has been quietly, unobtrusive- 
ly, exerting its influence upon college life, 
or, rather, let us say the Divine Spirit has 
through it been purifying and elevating what 
is base and mean. Many disadvantages have 
hampered it in its work. Chief among these 
Migra- 
tions were made from lecture room to lecture 
room, till five years ago, it established itself 
in Moss Hall. In that building, now em- 
ployed for almost innumerable purposes, 
weekly religious meetings were held. The ac- 
commodations in Moss Hall were found in- 
sufficient, and last year, after much serious 
consideration and earnest prayer, it was re 
solved to proceed with the erection of this 
building. 

In collecting the money required, the feel- 
ing of the students themselves was first tested. 
They responded by contribut!ng nearly $800. 
Those closely identified with the college were 
also called on at an early date, and in a most 
liberal way, almost without a single excep- 
tion, the members of the Faculty and Senate 
responded tothe call. Many of the graduates 
both in the city and in other places showed 
practical sympathy with the scheme. In the 
city a canvass was made of the churches. 
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From the General Committee various sub- 
committees were formed. These presented 
the neéds of the Association to the mivisters 
of city charges, and in every case enlisted 
their sympathy. Many of them spoke from 
their pulpits of the project with unqualified 
approval. Canvassers afterwards visited the 
congregations and solicited subscriptions. 
The contraet for this building was let for 
$5,810. To this amount must be added other 
necessary expenditures, amounting to $600, 
making the sum total required $6,410. The 
amounts subscribed are briefly as follows :— 
By the Faculty, $190; by the Senate, $1,055 ; 
by Graduates of the University, $1,308; by 
Undergraduates, $863 ; by friends of the In- 
stitution—other than those named—$2,688. 
The entire amount is thus $6,104. (Since the 
report was presented the entire sum unprovided 





for has been subscribed.) 





We come now to the work of the University 
College Y. M. C. A. Ladies’ Auxiliary. The 
Building Committee had been carrying on 
their work of canvassing for subscriptions 
during a whole year. They were within sight 
of suecess. Only $800 more were needed. Can- | 
vassers came in day after day reporting failure | 
in obtaining funds. The less sanguine of the 


members of the committee began to despair. 
Just at the right time God put it into the hearts 
of Christian women to aid in the work. The | 


ladies of Toronto succeeded in raising over 
$800 for the furnishing of these rooms, We 
see the result of their energy and persever 
ance. 

‘The purposes of our Association cannot be 
better set forth rhan in the following clause of 
its constitution : 


‘*'The object of this Association shall be the 
promotion of the spiritual interests of the 
students of this college.” We note here that 
the Association belongs to the college. Its 
work is to be done among undergraduates. 
While the sympathies of its members are 
world wide, and extend toevery kind of Cliris- 





tian and philanthropic effort, their special duty 


is to help ore another to live a truer, holier 
life, and by word and act to preach Christ. 
The work is important ; none moreso. For 
doing itthe Association has now greater facili- 
ties than before. Let us hope and pray that 
a new era of prosperity and success lies before 
our Association, and that it may aid still more 
efficiently in making college life a fit prepar- 
ation for life in the busy world we hear out- 
side, and into whose battles we are eager to 
enter.” 








MEDICAL COLLEGE, Albany, N. Y.—The 
first Young Men’s Christian Association in 
the medical colleges of New York State was 
organized here in January.

HAMILTON CoLuEGeE, Clinton, N. ¥.—The 
work in the Association here has been given 
an impetus by the Reception at the beginning 
of the year, and by the observance of the Day 
of Prayer. 

CoLe@aTE ACADEMY, Hamilton, N. Y.—Sev- 
enty-one per cent of all the students here are 
members of the Association, and the work is 
progressing nicely. Every student has been 
invited to join. We hope the Association 


| members will not stop with one invitation to 


students, but give them many. 

Mapison Untversrry, Hamilton, N. Y.— 
A Bible Training Class is sustained by each 
class. The Association also sustains four 
weekly services in neighborhood chapels and 
school houses. The College Conference did 
much spiritual good. 

RuTeGers CoLLeGe, New Brunswick, N. J. 
—The College Conference held here recently 
was productive of much good in stimulating 
students to more diligent Bible study and 
personal work. Several conversions have oc- 
eurred, and many secret Christians have made 
public confession. 

CENTENARY INsTITUTE, Hackettstown, N. J. 
—A revival occurred here in January, result- 
ing in the conversion of nearly all the students. 
It was noticeable that it came (1), after long 
and earnest prayer; (2), much personal work; 
(3), consecration on the part of the workers. 
Let other Associations profit by this example. 

HAVERFORD CoLLeGe, Haverford, Pa.— 
Half of the students here are members of the 
Association, During the year a room has 
been furnished. Three Bible Training classes 
are in successful working operation, and the 
prayer meetings are well attended. 

PENNSYLVANIA COLLEGE, Gettysburg, Pa, 
—Half of thestudents of this College are mem- 
bers of the Association. Semi-weekly prayer 
meetings are held. - There were thirteen con- 
versions during the Week of Prayer. 

HAMPDEN AND SipNey COLLEGE, Prince 
Edward Ce., Va.—The Day of Prayer was 
followed by a series of prayer meetings, re- 
sulting in the conversion of several students. 
Three Bible training classes have already been 
the means of much good. 
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
